•f the child who docs not seem to

the home speak enthusiastically 
while tills parent reports all sorts 
of trouble with him at home. If 
rou have such a child you can 
H pretty sure there are factors 
ui the home relationships which 
should be diagnosed and cor­ 
rected. Certainly this child should 
be a strong challenge to you.

The elder ta very rude and 
does not seem to respect his 
father, mother or grandmother.

It seems to me that the ugly 
remark by thegrandmotherabout 
that boy In h is presence w as a 
greater offence than the utter­ 
ance it brought forth from the 
lad. Btl long as he hears such 
abuse and feels so generally con­ 
demned and "maligned” by the 
adults of his family ail the pun­ 
ishments you "dminister will not 
only be futile but will make him 
worse. 
Sit down with Dad and Grand­ 
ma when no one els** is present 
and try, all of you, to imagine 
how you would feel lf you were 
in this boy’s place, n u n try to 
covenant on way* to quit pro­ 
voking him to wrath but, in­ 
stead, to cultivate a more Ju*d, 
humane and lovely relationship 
with him In the family and ti: 
help him feel he is a worthy per­ 
son and member of the family.
